WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 (AP).— 
Weighing present earnings against 
the rising cost of living, the War 
Labor Board today announced: it 
had approved a 7% cents an hour 
wage increase for 61,000 textile 
workers and turned down the re- 
quest of 32,000 aluminum workers 
for a $1 a day increase. 

The textile workers are employed 
in 40 New England and 11 South- 
ern mills, while the aluminum re- 
quest involved’ employes of 10 
plants of the Aluminum Co. of 
America. 

The pay increase for the textile 
workers is retroactive to’ June 15, 
and the board’s 12 members voted 
unanimously that the boost was 


tween the wages of’the workers 
volved in this case and the es" 
in other industries in the same 
areas.” ‘ 

“The wage rates of the compa- 
nies involved in this case’ have 
lagged behind the wages of many 
other companies in the industry, 
which have recently granted vol- 
untary wage increases, particularly 
in the South,” the board continued 
in a statement formally announc- 
ing its decision. Its formal opinion 
will be released next week. 

The average hourly earnings in 
the cotton textile industry in April 
were 51.5 cents an hour, compared 
with 81.9 cents for all manufac- 
turing, the board said. The aver- 
age weekly earnings in February 
were $24.46 in the North and $19.82 
in the South. 

The Textile Workers’ Union of 
America (CIO), representing work- 
ers in 28 of the New England mills 
and all 11 Southern mills, had 
asked a 10-cent hike in the North 
and 20 cents in the South in order 
to wipe out the North-South dif- 
ferential, The United Textile Work- 
ers Of America (AFL), which rep- 
resents 11 mills in the New Bed- 
ford (Mass.) area and one in 
Waterville, Me., asked a 10-cent in- 
crease. - 

In the aluminum case the board 
said it applied the wage stabiliza- 
tion policy which it had announced 
in deciding the “little steel” case 
and found that the workers had 
received average hourly rate in- 
creases sufficient to compensate 
for the 15 per cent rise in the cost 
of living which had occurred be- 
tween Jan. 1, 1941, and May, 1942. 

The board’s vote in the alu- 
minum case wag 8 to 4, with the 
labor members dissenting. The 
majority contended tne workers’ 
peacetime standards had not been 
broken and that they were thus 
“not entitled to any further general 
wage increase.”

“The thing to do,” he explained, 
“is to come to Washington with 
plans well laid out and formu- 
lated for new manufacturing re- 
sources. 

“Tt not only opens the possi- 
bility of manufacturing more your- 
self, but it stimulates the rest of 
the industry and production is: in- 
creased all around.

The Russians acknowledged that 
in the Krasnodar district of the 
Northwestern Caucasus, German 
automatic riflemen had forced 
their way across the Kuban River. 
The Nazis there endangered fur- 
ther the Black Sea port of No- 
vorossisk, 60 miles to the south- 


west, and increased the hazard of } 


Red Army units being cut off from 
the coast. 

Yesterday’s communique _ said 
the Germans massed big groups of 
tanks and motorized infantry at 
Krasnodar. It reported Russian 
planes and ground troops fought 
resolutely “to exterminate the Ger- 
man riflemen who crossed to the 
south bank” of the Kuban. 

The army newspaper Red Star 
reported the speed of the German 
assault in the direction of Maikop, 
Cherkessk and Mineralnnye Vody 
was slowed somewhat. 

The Russians said the battle in 
the Caucasus was so mobile there 
was no such thing as a front. Red 
Army units were reported hard 
pressed by the German assaults, 
and were having to exercise ex- 
treme care to prevent encircle- 
ment. Red Star said the Nazis were 
frequently regrouping and concen- 
trating large numbers of machines 
on the flat, plain-like land so suit- 
able for their motorized operations. 

While defending forces fought to 
repair the break at Krasnodar, oth- 
er Russians battled the Nazis 150 
miles to the southeast in the Cher- 
kessk region. Between these two 
battles, determined German at- 
tacks were reported being made 
toward the Maikop oil fields. (The 
Germans already have claimed the 
capture of Maikop). 

Battle for Stalingrad Fianks. 

Dispatches said the Nazis had 
piled up large reserves for fresh 
piled up large reserves for the 
new assaults toward Stalingrad. 
The Kotelnikovski fighting saw 
masses of German mobile forces 
moving up and down the lines seek- 
ing weak spots for break-throughs. 

The Kletskaya battle frequently 
became hand-to-hand fighting with 
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both sides using grenades liberally. 
Pravda said the banks of the Don 
were littered with smashed Nazi 
planes which have been trying to 
raid Klietskaya. 
South of Voronezh on the Upper 
Don, Red Star reported the Ger- 
mans launched sharp new attacks 
to try to recapture logt positions. 
At one place, the Russians were 
driven back but they regrouped

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 (AP).— 
American Army war planes are 
“flowing to Britain in great num- 
bers” to take part in the pounding 


of Germany, Lieut. Gen, Henry H. 
Arnold said today. 

The Army air — chief as- 
serted that full scale American 
participation with the Royal Air 
Force was “just a question of get- 
ting the planes over there and of 
time to build up our strength.” 

Intensively trained before they 
leave the United States, American 
bomber crews also undergo special 
pre-combat schooling with the R. 
A. F. before going into action, Ar- 
nold told a press conference. 

In every way possible, he said, 
American planes, guns and other 
equipment had been standardized 
with those of the British and other 
Allies to make the United Nations’ 
air effort most effective. On other 
fronts around the world American 
airmen and planes are getting into 
the action “in increasing strength,” 
he added, 

Against the Japanese, Arnold re- 
ported that in actual combat Army 
airplanes hgve scored an average 
of almost two to one in victories, 
although they faced numerical 
odds. The recently disbanded 
American Volunteer Group did 
even better, 

In air engagements involving 
1010 American Army and 1549 Jap- 
anese planes, he said American 
losses were 104 and the Japanese 
190. Excluded were planes prob- 
ably destroyed, damaged or lost on 
the ground, and the figures took 
no account of the exploits of ‘Navy 
airmen.

KANSAS CITY,.Aug. 15.—First- 
degree murder charges were placed 
today against George Fuel, a 43- 
year-old house. painter, for the 
shooting Monday of Mrs. Mabel 
as-| Hershberger, whose body was 
found on a city dump here, and 
her elderly employer, Henry Jung- 
blut, killed on a Pettis County road 
12 miles northwest of Sedalia, 

Jackson County authorities an- 
nounced that Fuel, arrested at his 
rooming house here Friday night, 
had confessed committing the dou- 
ble murder because of a quarrel 
with Jungblut over an estate which 
was inventoried at less than $1000. 
The estate was that of Jungblut’s 
wife, who was Fuel’s stepmother, 
who had cut Fuel off with $10 in 
her will. She died two months ago, 
15 months after marrying Jungblut. 

Fuel led officers early today to 
the body of Jungblut, partly con- 
cealed in bushes by the side of a 
gravel road. Prosecuting Attorney 
Michael O’Hern of Jackson County 
filed charges against him for the 
murder of Mrs. Hershberger, whose 
body was not discovered until 
Wednesday, and.Leo J. Harned, 
Pettis County Prosecuting Attor- 
ney, charged him with the murder 
of Jungblut, who had employed 
Mrs. Hershberger as a housekeeper. 
His trial on the charge in Jackson 
County is expected to take prece- 
dence. 

In a written confession, Jackson 
County authorities announced, Fuel 
stated that the 64-year-old Jung- 
blut threatened him and became 
abusive when he visited Jungblut 
last Monday to inquire about his 
stepmother’s estate. He induced 
Jungblut and Mrs. Hershberger, he 
said, to enter his car on the pretext 
he would drive them to a lawyer’s 
office for a conference. 

Instead, the confession con- 
tinued, Fuel drove into the coun- 
try. He stopped the car, he said, 
and ‘Jungblut got out, continuing 
to argue with him. Fuel stated 
that he then shot Jungblut twice 
with a .38-caliber revolver. He tied 
Mrs. Hershberger’s hands behind 
her back and drove on to Kansas 


City, where he shot her in the ab- 
domen, leaving her body on the

contempt case, decided June 10, 
1941, is described as ending an 
“era of contempt law in Missouri,” 
in an article by Milton I. Goldstein, 
St. Leuis attorney, published in the 
Missouri Law Review. 

As an employe of the law firm 
representing the Post-Dispatch in 
the contempt proceeding, Goldstein 
assisted in research on the history 
of contempt actions in Missouri 
and in the preparation of briefs 
which were filed with the Supreme 
Court in the newspaper’s behalf. 
The opinion of the high court 
was that the Post-Dispatch’s criti- 
cism of the late Circuit Judge 
Thomas J. Rowe Jr., by editorial 
and cartoon, for his decisions in 


the notorious Nick and Brady ex- 
tortion cases did not constitute 
contempt. This decision reversed 
the verdict of Judge Rowe finding 
the newspaper guilty. 


After reviewing the history of 


three outstanding contempt cases 
involving the press, which have 
been decided by the State Supreme 
Court, Goldstein concluded that

MILLER SEEKS CLARIFICATION 


Associate City Counselor Albert

Devereux Milburn, World’s Top 
Polo Player for 21 Years, Dead 


today. 

For 21 years the handicap 
rankings made him the greatest 
player in the world, listing his 
handicap at nine goals from 1908 
through 1917 and at 10, the sport’s 
highest, for 12 years. 

He started in polo as a 17-year- 
old youth at Buffalo where his 
father permitted him to join the 
latter’s club because it didn’t have 
enough players for a scrimmage. 

From then on he was an out- 
standing player, helping Henry 


Westchesier Cup to the United 
States from England for the first 
time in 1909. 
- Milburn was credited with revo- 
lutionizing the back’s play by 
leaving the post, previously re- 
garded as a purely defensive po- 
sition, and joining in the hard 
riding, another contribution of 1909 
United States big four. 
Praise From the English. 

English critics at the time said 
that Milburn was the only player 
whose backhand shot; from either 
side of the pony, was as accurate 
and as long as his forehand shot. 

Although he retired from tour- 
nament polo in 1928 he still con- 
tinued his polo workouts and for 
the past six summers had spent 
virtually all his time at Westbury, 
practicing shots or playing golf. 

The same year he retired from 
the law firm of Carter, Ledyard 
and Milburn.

Within this definition would be 
modernization of an existing bath- 
room,. installation of a modern 
heating plant to replace an anti- 
quated system, a change in interior 
partitions such as would improve 
the layout, and all changes of sim- 
ilar character. OPA considers a 
general rehabilitation to be mod- 
ernization and reconstruction such 
as woud make the property attrac- 
tive in a different rental range. 
“Even though the individual items 
involved would, if considered sepa- 
rately, be normal repair, replace- 
ment and maintenance, if, in the 
aggregate, there is a substantial 
change in the character of the 
housing accommodations, there 
would be grounds for adjustment,” 
the OPA interpretation points out. 
“The difference between a rehabili- 
tation which is a major capital im- 
provement and ordinary repairs is 
primarily a question of degree and 
extent, Only where the rehabilita- 
tion is so comprehensive that it 
could be expected to result in a 
comparatively high percentage ad- 
justment in rental would it consti- 
tute a major capital improvement.” 
The National Association of Real 
Estate Boards has also obtained an 
official statement from OPA clar- 
ifying the fact that property own- 
ers need not give their names on 
the form used for registration of 
properties under federa] rent con- 
trol where the names of such own- 
ers do not appear on the original 
landlord-agreement.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 (AP).. 
—The Senate Finance Committee 
appeared likely today to reject 
certain Treasury recommendations 
and to turn to new fields of taxa- 
tion in an effort to boost Federal 
revenues beyond the $6,271,000,000 
increase already voted by the 
House. 

Although Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Morgenthau has requested 
that the figure be raised to $8,700,- 
000,000, the committee already has 
voted not to consider three of the 
secretary's recommendations which 
would have brought in an. esti- 


mated 707 millions more money. 
‘The three proposals thrown out 
were for the establishment of 
mandatory joint returns for mar- 
ried pairs,. revision of income re- 
turn requirements in community 
property states, and taxation of 
the interest on outstanding state 
and municipal bonds. The commit- 
tee voted to consider taxation of 
future issues of such securities, 
but this ‘would raise little in im- 
mediate revenue. — . 
The treasury itself has asked 
the ‘committee to junk a five per 
cent tax voted by the House on 
freight and: express shipments, 
contending that such a levy might 
puncture ‘price ceilings. 

As experts laid the ground work 
for the .committee’s detailed con- 
sideration of the measure next 
week, strong sentiment appeared 
to be developing among members

Admiral Leahy, empowered by 
the President, promptly took pos- 
session of the great vacant desk 
in the Combined Chiefs of Staff 
Building on Constitution Avenue 
and began at once, with character- 
istic resolution, to preside over all 
sessions of both the Combined and 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. His desk 
soon will be shifted into the White 
House itself, although Leahy, un- 
like Harry L. Hopkins, is not ex- 
pected to reside there. 


As personal agent of the Presi- 
dent, Admiral Leahy took prece- 
dence over all seven British and 
American officers concerned, in- 
cluding Field Marshal Dill, who 
alone excels him in actual rank. 


Revolutionary Action. 


It goes without saying that such 
a development is revolutionary, and 
that it constitutes one of the year’s 
major advances in the job of win- 
ning the war. Opinions are heard 
that the Leahy appointment may 
prove the first stone in the erec- 
tion of a unified supreme com- 
mand. It is significant that the 
promotion of a Navy officer to 
the high post appears to have 
caused little or no resentment in 
the Army. Admiral Leahy was 
never an aggressive naval chauvin- 
ist, and his civilian services in 
Puerto Rico and France removed 
him still further above the melee 
of service jealousies. He is able, 
with complete nettrality, to en- 
vision the sea, ground and air 
forces as a whole, with each ele- 
ment ranked as an indispensable 
ally of the others. Though not 
himself a pilot, he was an early 
champion of the airplane. 

It is also noteworthy that his 
staff, consisting at present of only 
two aids, includes an Army officer, 
Capt. L D. Buford, a cavalryman 
from Fort Riley. The principal as- 
sistant is Commander W. L. Frese- 
man, United States Navy, who at 
various times has worked with the 
Admiral for a total of eight years. 
Capt. Buford serves as his Maison 
officer with the War Department.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15. 
HE 1944 presidential campaign may be 
T decided in the ballroom of the St. George 
Hotel in Brooklyn Wednesday. 

Assembled there will be the 1014 delegates 
to the New York State Democratic Convention 
whose principal job will be to nominate a 
candidate to succeed Gov. Herbert H. Leh- 
man. The choice is between United States 
Senator James M. Mead, who has the last- 
minute backing of President Roosevelt, and 
State Attorney General John J. Bennett Jr., 
the carefully built-up candidate of James A. 
Farley, former political collaborator with the 
President, former National Democratic Chair- 
man, former Postmaster General and now 
Democratic State Chairman. 

In his present capacity Farley is out to 
prove to the President, who sometimes calls 
himself “the head of the Democratic party,” 
that he, Jim Farley, is the Democratic boss 
of New York and will be the boss in 1944, 
when Mr. Roosevelt may be seeking a fourth 
term or insisting on naming his own man for 
the Democratic presidential nomination. 


If Mead is the nominee, Farley will fade 
into the political background—not entirely, 
of course, but he will have difficulty in re- 
establishing himself in two years. 


If Bennett is the nominee, Farley as the 
top Democrat in New York will accumulate 
great prestige throughout the country, espe- 
cially with the politicians—niost certainly 
will he gain prestige should Bennett win the 
Governorship over Thomas E. Dewey, who is

The answer today is certainly 
not rate reductions. For rate re- 
ductions, under principles .we all 
agree upon, are important only as 
a means of increasing and widen- 
ing the use of electricity by the 
people. Under present day condi- 
tions rate reductions would not 
have this effect for the simple rea- 
son that the electric ranges, refrig- 
erators and so forth to use the ad- 
ditional current are not available. 


Furthermore, increased use of 
power for civilian purposes would 


ty conflict with paramount war obli- 


gations. And so, until after the 
war, rate reductions are not wise. 
Reduction of debt as rapidly as 
possible is, of course, indicated 
where advance retirement of bonds 
is legally permissible. Many com- 
munities are folléwing this wise 
course, 


Melon for Consumers. 


There is a big financial melon 
waiting to be cut. But this melon 
will be cut for consumers of this 
valley, not for speculators or ab- 
sentee holding companies. 


After the guns are silent and 
peace with victory has come, the 
TVA communities can reduce elec- 
tric rates substantially. Conditions 
vary from community to com- 
munity and between various 
classes of service. The conditions 
existing after the war cannot, of 
course, be precisely forecast. 

But conservative calculations in- 
dicate that after the war there can 
be average reductions in rates of 
about 25 per cent for the almost 
half million homes, places of busi- 
ness and the small industrial es- 
tablishments that mean so much to 
our region and our communities, 


Co-operatives for farm service 
will, of course, carry forward their 
expansion programs, now inter- 
rupted by the war, before con- 
templating substantial rate reduc- 
tions. But even many of these 
rural systems also will be in a 
position to begin reducing rates 
soon after the war. 

This 25 per cent reduction below 
present TVA rates will be only a 
beginning. For the margin be 
tween the rates for resale and the 
communities’ costs of distributing 
the power has proved to be so gen- 
erous that we can continue to look 
forward to decreasing rates, 

When TVA first announced its 
resale rates for home use nine 
years ago they were about 50 per 
cent of the rates generally pre- 
vailing. Thereupon, largely as a 
result, rates all over the country 
began tumbling and this brought 
our rates and the national average 
closer together. 


After the War. 


After the war, when these new 
rate reductions in TVA communi- 
ties take place, it is my judgment 
that once more TVA rates will be 
in the order of half those in the 
country at large. This will be ac- 
counted for by a number of fac- 
tors, not the least of which is 
this: That you have not only made 
extensions and improvements out 
of earnings rather than by further 
borrowing, but you are also retir- 
ing your indebtedness at a rapid 
rate. Thus your interest require 
ments are being steadily lowered,

ot citizens should come to feel that the 
present war has been prolonged for years 
; by a too stubborn British imperialism 
e « » and I myself witnessed in India 
enough of the arrogance of British offi- 
claidom to understand the present atti- 
tude of Indian leaders.” 
No one admires more than I the in- 
domitable stubbornness of the British 
' people, who have stood as unchanging 
as the rock of Gibraltar through every 
_ day of storm or sunshine since Dunkirk. 
I do insist, however, that the same Brit- 
ish stubbornness in their relations with 
other nations has of brought them 
disaster. And, what is more, May now 
bring prolonged disaster to America as 
Britain’s ally, unless we demand that 
Britain seize the fast fleeting opportu-

takes place this week in New York—the nomination 
of the Democratic candidate for Governor of the 
most populous State in the Union. It would be 
important without the intervention of the President 
of the United States; it is doubly so now that Mr. 
Roosevelt has identified himself before all the coun- 
try as a principal participant. 

For the fact is that although Mr. Roosevelt is not 
a candidate for his old job at Albany, is not even, 
to use his own expression, “a delegate to the con- 
vention,” his presence will be the big one. He will 
win, or he will lose. : 

The candidacy of Senator James M. Mead is in 
reality the political personality and prestige of the 
President, That of John J. Bennett Jr., Attorney 
General of New York, represents the influence and 
power within the party of James A. Farley, who op- 
posed Mr. Roosevelt’s third-term renomination in 1940 
after bringing about his first nomination in 1932. 

To some persons, it will seem perhaps that the 


feat of Mr. Farley within the party and on beating 
Thomas E. Dewey in the November election. 
To countless others, there is nothing in this situa- 
tion which calls for presidential string-pulling. 
These citizens include independent voters who are 
not bound by party ties, but vote first Republican, 
now Democratic and then Republican again, depend- 
ing on issues and men. 
Participating wholeheartedly in the war effort, 
without thought of partisan advantage, they are 
sorely disappointed to find their national leader— 
indeed, the chief leader of the United Nations in 
their war on the Axis dictators—giving precious, 
irrecoverable time to a parade of politicians from 
New York. Fortunately, few of them will follow 
the President’s example. They know that however 
rife politics may be at the top, the United States 
cannot have “politics as usual” among the rank and 
file if we are to win the war. 
If Senator Mead is nominated, the President will 
have scored a political triumph, or at least a tem- 
porary political triumph. But what if Mr. Farley 
is able to hold the majority of delegates who were 
announced for his candidate before Senator Mead 
reversed himself and came out under presidential 
pressure? Then the President will have suffered an 
unnecessary defeat at the hands of his own party 
in his own State. That would be a repudiation 
which might. well have many repercussions even on 
the conduct of the war. 
But, win or lose the nomination for his candidate 
in New York, is it too much to hope that the Presi- 
dent will then put “politics as usual” aside as the 
American people have been asked to do? Is jt too 
| much to hope that he will leave it to the people to 
do their own choosing of members of Congress this 
November? Is it too much to expect that he will 
see that efficient, sure, all-out conduct of the war 
would be the best possible recommendation for sus- 
taining him at the polls? 
The primary returns indicate discontent that 
should be a warning sign. To ignore this dissatisfac- 
tion is to run the risk of popular disfavor on election 
day. The members of Congress who are among their 
constituents these days should be able to give the 
President helpful counsel on what to do and what

The 
city itself boasts of a large scien- 
tific and technical school, a model 
medical center and numerous small 
industries requiring special skills, 
such as machine tools. Motors and 
tanks are being built at Molotov 
(formerly Perm) and at Ufa, which 
is also an oil refining center; chem- 
icals are produced at Berezniki 
and Solikamsk. In 1934, 86 per 
cent of all Russian copper came 
from Ural smelters, and in 1935 the 
region produced 30 per cent of the 
total iron ore mined in the U. 8. §. 
R. These percentages undoubtedly 
have been increased in the last 
few years. : 

Much Electricity. 

Stalin, like Lenin, has been a 
great believer in the civilizing pow- 
ers of electricity, and the five-year 
plans have produced a tremendous 
development of electric power in 
the Urals. In 1940, production for 
the Ural-Siberian district was esti- 
mated at four billion kilowatt 
hours, with large plants at Mag- 
netogorsk, Sverdiosk, Nizhni Tagil, 
Cheliabinsk, Beredniki, Perm and 
Zlatoust. 

The Russians apparently have 
been successful in moving much 
industrial equipment from the 
western regions to the Urals and 
other protected sections just ahead 
of the invading Germans. 

Cyrus L. Sulzberger, competent 
correspondent of the New York 
Times, wrote this summer that 
four weeks after the German in- 
vasion started the Russians began 
evacuating industries from the 
Ukraine in accordance with plans 
long prepared by the General Staff. 
Sulzberger wrote: 

“Among the factories shuttled 
eastward lock, stock and barrel, 
were: the Dniepropetrovsk steel 
works, the Zaporozhe aluminum 
and magnesium plants, the Kiev 
machinery factories, the Kharkov 
turbine and electrical equipment 
plants, the Zaporozhe harvester 
combine factory. 

“No foreigner is in a position to 
state how much of this transferred 
equipment was successfully put to 
use again and what the output of 
the shifted plants now is. An idea 
of the extent of the movement can 
only be given by stating that to 
transport the equipment of one 
single Dniepropetrovsk plant re- 
quired 1400 freight cars, and that 
928 pieces of rolling stock were 
needed to move the apparatus and

HE Second World’ War, more

From two British sources a pre- 
diction has come within the week 
that by Nov. 1 of this year the 
flood crest of Axis attacking pow- 
er will have been reached. Speak- 
ing in London, Oliver Lyttleton, 
British Minister of Production, ad- 
mitted a “somber” outlodk, and 
said England would face the grav- 
est hours of its history within the 
“next 80 days.” 
Capt. Bernard Newman of the 
British Ministry of Information 
was even more specific. Speaking 
in Canada he said: : 
“If by Nov. 1 we are still fight- 
ing hard, if by Nov. 1 we still hold 
Egypt, I think we will have won 
the war.” 
Here is the same thought, the 
same critical date setting, but dif- 
ferently expressed. What can be 
traced in both statements is the 
belief that Hitler and his Axis 
accomplices must reach a decisive 
victory before winter sets in again 
in Russia, or not at all. And grave 
as are the war reports from the 
Caucasus, there seems yet no pos- 
sibility that Russia can be crushed 
* forced to its knees in that 
me, 


Mountains in Way. 

On the contrary, even by Ger- 
man victory claims, Hitler’s armies 
are now on the defensive from 
Leningrad to southwest of Moscow, 
from the Baltic to the upper 
reaches of the Don. Russian 
armies are being battered in the 
Central Caucasus, but the ramparts 
of the towering Caucasus range to 
the south still guard the Baku oil 
fields. That difficult terrain, well 
suited to defense against Nazi blitz- 
krieg methods, is offered by Berlin 
as an advance explanation for an 
expected slowing down of the vic- 
tory march in the South. 

By contrast, Russian offensives 
at crucial points from Voronezh 
on the Upper Don to north of the 
Valdai plateau are reported by the 
Germans. Moscow gives them only 
passing mention, yet they may in- 
dicate a vast and cumulative at- 
tack pressure building up all along 
the north segment of the long Rus- 
sian battle line now that Nazi 
forces in the South are badly ex- 
tended. Berlin styles these thrusts 
as “relief” attacks and claims they 
have all been bloodily repulsed, — 
Nevertheless, with less than 90 
days intervening before Russia's 
ancient ally, winter, again comes 
to its aid, Hitler’s armies are still 
far from having set up a short win- 
ter line across Russia from the 
Baltic to the Caspian.

BOGOTA, Aug. 15. — Eight 
months of close observation in a 
dozen Latin American countries 
have given me certain definite con- 
clusions about the highly organ- 
ized activities of Axis agents, prop- 
agandists and undercover support- 
ers seeking to destroy the United 
States’ prestige and hamper the 
Allied war effort. The situation 
varies country by country but the 
general over-all system of Axis op- 
eration follows much the same 
pattern, 

1. Berlin maintaing full control 

of the Axis machine in Latin Amer- 
ica by the presence of 8, 8. (Elite 
guard) and Gestapo inspectors, 
who move about rapidly and se 
cretly, issuing orders and 
policy decisions. : 
2. The Spanish Falange, mas- 
querading as a social group, con- 
tinues its insidious attacks on the 
United States as part of the Fran- 
co scheme to re-establish. Spain’s 
control over former Spanish colo- 
nies, Meanwhile, the Falangistas, 
often aided by Fascist sympathiz- 
ers among the clergy, pass along 
Nazi inspectors and assist couriers 
bringing the latest high command 
orders for these inspectors, 


Travel Edicts Evaded. 

3. Travel control edicts, directed) 
against Axis nationals in non-bel- 
ligerent republics, are severely ef- 
fective on paper but the Gestapo 
inspectors, as well as their couriers 
and blacklisted merchants, merely 
resort to properly papers 
obtained by the bribery of little 
men in the government, or simply 
go around their control posts by 
muleback or boat. 

4. As diplomatic representatives 
of German, Japanese and Italian 
interests, the various Spanish lega- 
tions do a whopping big business 
in coded communications, The con- 
clusion is obvious. : 

Fully trained in all the aspects 
of espionage and equipped with an 
excellent Latin American back- 
ground, the inspectors rarely stay 
more than two or three days in 
any given city, Of the 40-odd, es- 
timated to be operating in South 
America now, some are former 
diplomats or diplomatic attaches 
once accredited to the Spanish- 
speaking countries. They enter 
openly at Buenos Aires on German 
passports, then transfer to Span- 
ish passports for such travel con- 


cal Axis activities in each area, 
pay off informers and potential 
saboteurs, instruct lesser leaders 
and generally supervise the wide- 
spread attempt to undermine the 
United States and the Allies in 
every way. Part of their job in- 
cludes supervision of Latin Ameri- 
can units of the German subma- 
rine intelligence, which the high 
command operates as a separate 
and distinct organization. 

It is not unreasonable that some 
of these inspectors are former pi- 
lots or executives in the various 
Axis air lines taken over by the 
local governments. Pilots of the 
German air line, Scadta, for in- 
stance, pioneered commercial avia- 
tion in Colombia and learned every 
mountain pass and every possible 
landing field. Their maps and 
charts of this area are still the 
best existant. 

The Falange makes full use of 
Germans established in these coun- 
tries by birth or intermarriage. 
Under pressure of their Axis su- 
periors the Falangistas report ex- 
pressions of Allied sentiments. Al- 
though the great majority of the 
intelligent people here in Colombia 
are openly behind President Al- 
fonso Lopez in his pro-American, 
pro-United States attitude of dem- 
ocratic co-operation, the Falange 
continues to pick up support from 
anti-American groups. 


Remedies Suggested. 


Two immediate remedies, first 
of all, seem vital to me, following 
discussions with many hundreds 
of residents in these countries over 
the months. 

The individual governments 
should exercise more control over 


various Spanish diplomatic offices, 
in an effort to reduce communica- 
tions between Axis agents and 
Germany. 

Secondly, the American Catholic 
church should intensify its assist- 
ance in modernizing the colonial 
Spanish inspired and patterned 
church of Latin America, introduc- 
ing pro-American priests and min- 
imizing Fascist influence alto- 
gether. Many devout Catholics in 
high government positions have 
told me that they feel that this 
must be done as soon as possible 
as an effective way of stemming 
the Fascist, anti-democratic tide.

The United Nations leaders, in 
examining the world situation, 
must be noticing five main trends: 

1. That the German drive to the 
attacks on Arctic 
convoys have increased the Ger- 
man stranglehold on Russia. 

2. That the threat of a Japanese 
attack on Siberia may provide the 
Axis with its own “second front,” 
thereby tightening its stranglehold 
on Russia. 

3. That while the Indian situa- 
tion is considerably improved, 
much remains to be done there to 
insure whole-hearted Indian co-op- 
eration in defense of the country. 

4. That the Germans will con- 
tinue their efforts to make the 
Mediterranean, and with it the 
Middle East, untenable for the 
United Nations. 

5. That while the United Na- 
tions have at last been able to take 
the offensive in the Pacific, the 
Solomon landings have demonstrat- 
ed the tremendous effort which wil! 
be required to dislodge the Jap- 
anese from their acquired terri- 
tories. 


Some Encouraging Factors. 

These five trends, while showing 
the toughness of the situation be- 
fore us, have other facets more en- 
couraging to the United Nations. 

While the Germans are pressing 
hard into the Caucasus and at- 
tempting to gain Azerbaijan and 
the Transcaucasus by bribes, they 
have still no succeeded in reaching 
the Volga, dominating the Lower 
Don, or investing Stalingrad, the 
key to the Volga control. 

So long as the Russians can hold 
them in that region, a strong streat 
to the Germans’ left flank will re- 
main. This must be eliminated if 
the Russian campaign is to be com- 
pleted before winter. 

The Solomon and Aleutian Island 
battles may disrupt the Japanese 
time table and further defer the 
attack on Siberia. 

The battle still raging in the 
Mediterranean indicates the Brit- 
ish determination to hold Malta, 
a small but prickly thorn in the 
side of the Nazi Middle Eastern 
forces. The quiescence of Egypt 
can deceive no one into believing 
that the German threat is removed 
or that warfare there will remain 
positional. It has been thought by 
some that Malta should be evac- 
uated—the cost of keeping it sup- 
plied, these people argue, was 
greater than the damage inflicted 
on Axis convoys to Tobruk. There 
is nothing to indicate intention to 
give up Malta and much to indi- 
cate the contrary. Malta as a base 
for potential invasion of Italy, the 
Axis’ weakest front, is always in 
mind. But when Hitler is able to 
release sufficient air strength from 
Russia, an Axis invasion of Malta 
may well be attempted, coincident- 
al with a further big Rommel drive 
to the Suez. 

War Effort Not Yet Unified. 

There are some of the consid- 
erations which must be in the 
minds of United Nations leaders 
and the ones which have led Capt. 
Oliver Lyttelton, British Minister 
of Production, to repeat, for the 
second time within a month, his 
warning that Britain is about to 
face the gravest crisis in its his- 
tory. The complexities and diffi- 
culties inherent in the democratic 
and pacific way of life accounted 
for his view of the time required 
to build up modern-equipped 
forces. 

While the majority here accept

MILWAUKEE, Aug. 15.—Donald 
¥. Cameron, 35-year-old Milwaukee 
mechanical engineer, today dis- 
cussed the situation which has 
prompted him to take a leading 
part in the effort to form a third 
national labor organization at a 
meeting in Chicago next October. 
He claims support of independent 
unions throughout the country 
with a membership of about one 
million workers as a nucleus, 
Some of the regular AFL and 
CIO unions have taken cognizance 
of the movement and have criti- 
cised it sharply. The CIO United 
Automobile Workers’ Union, in a 
recent publication, charged that 
Cameron and his associates are 
merely engaged in an abortive at- 
tempt to foist company unionism 
on a greater segment of the na- 
tion’s workers. 
Cameron insists his movement is 
a bona fide one composed of work- 
ers who have long been “fed up” 
with the manner in which the two 
major labor groups have been op- 
erating and who have been looking 
for a labor movement which will 
incorporate the virtues of AFL and 
CIO organizations “without their 
faults.” 
Cameron says proof of this con- 
tention is the many letters received 
___ at hig office in the Plankinton Ar- 
| | eade here from independent unions 
' ‘4m all parts of the country seeking 
further information on the plans 
for the new labor organization 
which were announced following a 
recent conference of independent 
v2 union representatives in Chicago. 

Cameron asserts there is much 
in the setups of the two major la- 
bor groups that is distasteful to 
many of the nation’s workers. 

“Profit by Others’ Mistakes.” 

“Don’t get the impression,” he 
said in an interview, “that we are 
going to set up the perfect labor 
organization. We are merely going 
to profit by what we believe have 
been the mistakes of the AFL and 
the CIO. We plan to build a na- 
tional organization free of what 
we fee] are faults in the other la- 
bor bodies.” . 

The two existing national labor 
organizations, Cameron asserted, 
comprise “vast union holding com- 
panies ruled from the top by a 
few high salaried labor executives 
who are interested in perpetuating 
their jobs, among other things.” 

Cameron said the new labor or- 
ganization will seek to limit the 
salaries to be paid to its execu- 
tives sO that they will receive only 
nominal pay. An effort will be 
made to set up constitutional ma- 
chinery calling for the election of 
officers by referendum among all 
members of the organization. He 
said the members will be asked 
to approve legislation to limit the 
terms of all officers so they will 
have no opportunity to entrench 
themselves through a strong po- 
litical machine. 

Perpetuation of Leadership. 

"We feel that in the other la- 
bor groups the leaders, spurred 
on by high salaries, seek to per- 
petuate themselves in office,” Cam- 

_eron said. “They have some fine 
leaders but their setup paves the 
way for excesses by those of their 
leaders who are unprincipled to 
start with.” 

Cameron believes high initiation 
fees and dues also have contribut- 
ed to make some of the present 
organized groups “big business.” 
The independent organization, he 
said, will not require new initia- 
tion fees from any union worker 
who transfers from one local union 
to another, even if that worker 
should come from a rival AFL or 
CIO union. 

Also Cameron contends that lo- 
cal unions should have almost 
complete autonomy from their na- 
tional organization; He feels the 
primary purpose of a national or- 

ganization is to give the locals a 

* stronger voice in matters of na- 
tional concern, to serve as a clear- 
ing house for statistics and infor- 
mation on various industries and 
independent unions throughout the 
country, so that locals will have 
.@ picture of competitive condi- 
tions when they bargain and ‘to 
assist in the training of skilled 
business agents for local organi- 
zations. 

With respect to the matter of a

Ad- 
miral Leahy still holds that his 
Commander in Chief is the great- 
est authority he ever met on naval 
history, from ancient times down; 
and regards him as being similarly 
expert in international _relation- 


ships. 
Born in Iowa. 


William Daniel Leahy first saw 
the light far from salt water, at 
Hampton, Ia. The date was May 6, 
1875. He is therefore 67 years old, 
but his physique retains far more 
than vestiges of the prodigious 
stamina which once enabled him, 
during maneuvers, to remain six 
weeks on the bridge, with only cat 
naps by way of respite. 

The family removed to Wiscon- 
sin, and the boy was graduated 
from the Ashland high school. His 
father, Michael A. Leahy, had been 
a soldier in the Civil War, with 
the result that the son’s ambition, 
like that of Admiral Chester W. 
Nimitz, commander of the Pacific 
Fleet, was for a military career. 
There happened to be no vacancy 
at West Point. Again like the 
youthful Nimitz, Leahy accepted 
an appointment to Annapolis as 
second best. 


There hé appears to have been 
no great shakes as a student, and 
to have made small impression on 
his classmates. His entry of three 
lines, in the annual published by 
each graduating class and called 
“The Lucky Bag,” remains one of 
the shortest on record. It reveals 
that his nickname then was “Bill,” 
as it still is throughout the Navy; 
that he played football on the class 
eleven in 1895; and that. he was 
chosen to deliver “prayers” in the 
funeral services at which in those 
days the courses in mathematics, 
physics and chemistry were thank- 
fully interred. 


According to legend, he was 
graduated fifty-fifth in the class of 
1897, a distinguished one, which 
gave to the Navy, including Leahy, 
five full Admirals. The others 
were Harry E. Yarnell, Arthur J. 
Hepburn, Thomas C. Hart and 
Orin G. Murfin. Yarnell, Hart and 
Murfin were all commanders of 
the Asiatic squadron, and Hep- 
burn was commander of the Pa- 


— 


cific fleet. 


Leahy outran them all, in com- 
pliance with an Annapolis tradition 
that its most ‘successful alumni 
are never the “grinds” who lead 
in marks for scholarship. He was 
in command of the great Navy De- 
partment bureaus of ordnance and 
navigation, and then became head 
of the arm as Chitf of Naval Op- 
erations. 


After 42 years of service, he was 
retired at his own request Aug. 1, 
1939.. President Roosevelt gave 
him the Distinguished Service 
Cross with this citation: 


“As Chief. of Naval Operations 
from 1937 to 1939, he was charged 
with responsibility for the plan- 
ning and administration of the 
United States Navy during a 
period when the greatest peace- 
time expansion in history was 
reaching its peak.” Secretary of 
the Navy Edison paid his tribute 
in a letter which stated that “your 
conduct as Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions has been marked by sound 
original thinking as well as vig- 
orous action.” 


Soon afterward he was appointed 
Governor of Puerto Rico, and in 
1940 was sent to the most formid- 
able diplomatic post of all, that of 
Ambassador to Vichy: Prior to that 
time Admiral Leahy had met Mar- 
shal Petain but once, and then 
casually. Now they became close 
friends, to such an extent that the 
American was reviled by the Nazis 
as their most dangerous enemy in 
Europe. Petain speaks no English, 
and in official relations an inter- 
preter was used, but for personal 
contacts Admiral Leahy found that 
he could understand French with

Their son, William 
Harrington Leahy, is a Lieuten- 
ant Commander in the Navy. 


Leahy is famed as one of-the 
Navy's ablest executives and strict- 
est disciplinarians. He was one of 
a brief line of strong-minded chiefs 
of naval operations who kept the 


chiefs in order by means of threats 
to assign them to other posts. At 
the same time, he is one of the 
most democratic of Admirals— 
simple, informal, friendly and easy 
of approach. When head of the 
Navy he lunched at the depart- 
ment cafeteria, carrying his own 
tray and standing in Une with 
clerks and stenographers. At sea it 
was his pleasure at night to join 
young officers on watch, pacing 
the deck with them and seriously 
discussing naval problems. 


He also has to a full degree the 
outspoken candor of a typical sea- 
dog.

Groomed for. 18 Months. 


For a year and a half Farley 
has been grooming Bennett, who 
has been an aspirant for the gov- 
ernorship nomination since 1936. 
Mead did not announce his candi- 
dacy until July 22, less than a 
month before the convention. and 
after six months of denials that 
he was a candidate. His announce- 
‘ment: came in typical New Deal 
fashion, After a White House con- 
ference, he told reporters that he 
had announced his decision to the 
President, who had told him: 

“I am a voter in-New York State 
but I am not a delegate to the 
convention. If I were a delegate 
to the convention I would cast my 
vote for Jim Mead.”

Berle Jr., Assistant Secretary of 
State. The other most prominent 
signer was Henry Morgenthau Sr., 
father of the Secretary of the 
Treasury. e “draft Mead” lead- 
ers avere for the most part upstate 
New York mayors. 

Beginning of Messy Campaign. 

Farley immediately swung into 
action against Mead by quoting 
more than a dozen of Mead’s state- 
ments denying his candidacy. Far- 
ley characterized these as “a rec- 
ord of inconsistency, vacillation, 
and in the light of today’s news, 
plain and unadulterated deceit.” 
Mead, he continued, lacked admin- 
istrative ability and would make a 
“terrible governor,” while his ‘own

He was personally selected by 
Roosevelt, then Governor of New 
York, for the Democratic nomina- 
tion that year because a Catholic 
from Brooklyn was needed to 
round out the Democratic slate. 

He was born in Brooklyn in 
1804, and after the usual schooling, 
graduated from the Brobklyn Law 
School of St. Lawrence’ University. 
He served 17 months ‘in the Air 
Corps during World War I. He 
notes in his Who’s Who autobiog- 
raphy that he was “secretary and 
assistant to Edward R. Stettinius 
of J. P. Morgan & Co.”—the father 
of the present Lend-Lease Admin- 
istrator.

Total War Changes 
Night Club Picture

NEW YORK, Aug. 15. 
OTAL war has made changes in all businesses—including the 
American night club and saloon trade, 
A bar today is as true a barometer as the Gallup Poll. You'd 
be a sucker not to read the war news these days, but you could get a 
pretty sound idea of how the cause of 
the United Nations is doing by witnessing 
a night club or a bar in action. 

For a few days after Pearl Harbor, no 
one wanted to drink, to dance or listen to 
music, Then our business limped back. 
When word came that the Japs had been 
stopped in the Coral Sea, it was hard to 
get close enough to a brass rail to order 
a victory beer or something stronger. It 
was the same after the Battle of Midway. 
Bad news on the Russian front, I've 
noticed, seems to result in a one-night up- 
lift of business, though not cheerful busi- ie inten & Meee 
ness, then a few bad days. . a —— 

Saloon keepers everywhere can attest SHERMAN BILLINGSLEY 
that there is no real isolationism left in these United States. Bars used 
to be a favorite debating ground for the pros and the cons, especially 
after an oiling job had been done on the customers’ tonsils. Now the 
only arguments you hear are not really arguments. They’re discussions, 
often among perfect strangers, on the question of HOW we'll make 
war. You won’t find any defeatism at an American bar, either. 


I’ve been around long enough to be able to compare the night 
club ‘and bar-patronizing service men of this war and the last war. 
With no attempt to reflect on the deportment of the boys of 1917 .

MARTINI, gin-fizz and Tom Collins fanciers will be interested 
to learn that the outlook of gin is somewhat cloudy. There is 
enough now in storehouses to last at least a year. But it seems 
likely that the Government’s need of enormous quantities of alcohol 
will cut into gin and into neutral grain spirits that go into blended 
whiskies. It will be small loss, of course, if it helps along the war 
effort,

are a boon to the country. They relieve the high pressure of 
modern life and they provide millions in taxes. I do think, how- 
ever, that all of us could swing a little more into step with the 
war effort—if only to the extent of placing collection boxes from 
the several war chests in prominent places. We offer surcease 
from the war, but we're in it like everybody else, and shouldn't 
forget it.

@ THE KEYSTONE STATE is 
Pennsylvania, an allusion to its 
key position among the 13 original 
colonies. Tennessee is the Volun- 
teer State. During the Civil War, 
Tennessee was noted for the high 
rate of its volunteers. Texas is 
the Lone Star State, since its flag 
contains a single star. 

Utah is the Mormon State. Vir- 
ginia is called Old Dominion, also 
mother of Presidents.

MISSOURL OF COURSE, is the 
Show Me State, but the origin of 
the nickname is somewhat ob- 
secured by time. One theory is that 
it originated in a remark on the 
floor of the House by a Missouri 
member who questioned a certain 
statement by déclaring, “Well, I’m 
from Missouri; you'll have to show 
me.” Another theory is that the 
“show me” attitude was typical of 
Missouri traders in mules. They 
were deaf to sales talks. “Show 
me” was their stock phrase when 
an animal was offered for sale or 
trade. : 

Indiana is known as the Hoosier 
State, though no one seems to 
know why. In an old book of the 
last century, W. Ferguson ad- 
vanced this theory: “The citizens 
of this State, known as Hoosiers, 
who gave the State its name, are 
proverbially inquisitive. They are 
said to have got their nickname, 
because they could not pass a 
house without pulling the latch- 
string and crying out, ‘Who's

@ THIS FANCIFUL derivation 
probably may.be dismissed with 
scant consideration. And Bartlett, 
in his Dictionary of Americanisms 
(1859) advanced a theory that is 
hardly more satisfactory: 
“Throughout all the early West- 
ern settlements were men who re- 
joiced in their physical strength, 
and on numerous occasions, at log- 
rollings and house-raisings, demon- 
strated this to their entire satis- 
faction. They were styled by their 
fellow-citizens as ‘hushers,’ from 
their primary capacity to still or 
hush their opponents. It was a 
common term for a bully through- 
out the West. The boatmen of In-

URING the “happy” days when 

European travel was so popu-

I mean by 
that a steak and potato breakfast. 
It was their favorite meal and I 
might ag well tell you that break- 
fast is my favorite meal, too. 

I can get along without the steak 
and potatoes, but instead I could 
eat almost a yard of those link 
pork sausages. Well, to get back 
to the meals on the English boats. 
A few hours after breakfast, say 
about 11 a, m., the stewards. offer- 
ing consomme and crackers. And 
then into the dining room for 
lunch, which consisted of a most 
elaborate selection of food. 

It did not take long before tea 
time rolled around and thig con- 
sisted of the usual miniature sand- 
wiches, pastries and tea. Also at

nibbling from the buffet that was 
most elaborate.

fied by selecting meats that cook 
quickly, or, better still, by meats 
that can be left to cook at sim- 
mering point with little attention 
given them until*time of service. 
A piece of corned beef cooked to 
a delicious tenderness and served 
with various garden vegetables is 
as tempting a dinner as one would 
want and is known as a New Eng- 
land boiled dinner. I think it 
would be relished by the family 
and, for a change, instead of 
serving just plain mustard with 
the corned beef, make a cream 
mustard sauce and see what a hit 
it will make, 


Select a nice piece of corned 
beef, the cut depending on indi- 
vidual choice. 
sired, purchase the rump. If a 
little fat is liked, then I would 
suggest the brisket. Personally, 
I like the brisket or plate. Put 
the corned beef in a large kettle 
and cover with cold water. Bring 
slowly to boiling point and re- 
move scum that rises to the top. 
Cook over low heat at simmering 
point until the beef is tender. A 
five-pound piece of beef should 
simmer for five hours to be per- 
fectly tender. 


When cooked remove the meat 
to a warm dish and skim the wa- 
ter of all fat and cook the vege- 
tables (cabbage, turnips, carrots 
and potatoes) in the water in 
which the meat was cooked. If 
the vegetables are small, which is 
preferable, they heed not be cut; 
otherwise cut them into 
The head of cabbage is to be cut 
into quarters or eighths. Boiled 
beets are included in this dinncr, 
but they are cooked separately in 
another saucepan. Start them 
well in advance of the other vege- 

bles, as they require from 45 
to one hour to cook. When

them in groups around the corned 
beef which you have placed on a 
large platter. The beets and cab- 
age are to be served from sep- 
arate dishes. Dress cabbage and 
beets with melted butter, using 
three parts melted butter to cone 
part vinegar.

SWISS STEAK A LA RECTOR. 


A piece of meat that is braised 
that is cooked by moist heat, is 
always a tender delicious morsel of 
food. If one has good heavy cook- 
ing utensils this of cooking 
may be done on the top of the 
stove by regulating the heat to the 
minimum. Here is a popular family 
recipe which provides a good meat 
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course at not too great an expense. 

Have a thick slice cut. from the 
top round, at least one and one- 
half inches thick. Place it on a 
heavy board or table and pound 
in a goodly quantity of flour, us- 
ing about one-half cup for a two- 
pound steak. While: pounding the 
flour into the steak season with 
salt and pepper and a liberal 


amount of paprika. Meanwhile, 


render a piece of beef fat or suet 
to obtain two tablespoons of drip- 
pings. To the drippings add a me- 
dium sized sliced onion and cook 
until brown. Then add the steak 
and brown quickly in all sides, 
turning often. When browned add 
one cup of boiling water, cover 
skillet and cook over low heat 
until meat is tender, or about two 
hours. Remove meat to hot 
platter and to the liquid in the 
pan add a teaspoon of Worcester- 
shire sauce and three tablespoons 
of tomato ketchup. Stir over heat 
‘until thoroughly mixed, then pour 
over steak and serve,

Here is another version whereby 
the spicy sauce is cooked into the 
meat.

Have round steak cut one and 
one-half inches thick, Pound flour 
into steak and season with salt 
and pepper.

Old Master of Movies 


Paints the Sea 


By Colvin McPherson 


HE name of Cecil Blount DeMille is so bright, so long-famous in 
American movie history that any picture issued under his auspices 
must command attention. It also happens that DeMille’s latest, 
“Reap the Wild Wind,” at the Fox Theater, is a brawny and beautiful 
accomplishment and well worth secing. pe 


Taking Thelma Strabel’s Saturday Evening Post story of piracy 
and salvage in the Florida keys a hundred years ago, the old master of 
motion pictures has woven a tale of color and fascination. Imagine 
ships that carried “teak, ivory, spices, silk and indigo.” Key West with 
its dank dives and waving palms. Old Charleston with its big ball- 
rooms, its beauties in hoopskirts, its crystal chandeliers. Villains who 
try to shanghai honest heroes and heroes who don’t let ’em, with both 
fists and pieces of furniture. Drama in the crowded courtroom and 
amid the timbers of a wreck hanging on a sunken reef. < 


DeMille had much to go on when he obtained rights to “Reap the 
Wild Wind.” And it should be pointed out that over a period of 30 
years, in which Hollywood has grown from a group of shacks to the 
entertainment capital of the world, DeMille has always been a good 
picker of subjects. As far back as his “Carmen” (1915) and “Joan the 
Woman” (1917), he was using figures of commanding interest. One has 
only to mention “The Ten Commandments,” “The Volga Boatman,” “The 
Sign of the Cross,” “Cleopatra,” “The Crusades,” “Union Pacific,” 
“North West Mounted Police” and “The King of Kings” to realize that 
his subjects have usually been sure things. Yes, his “Male and Female” 
also belongs on the list. ' 


Almost any moviegoer, seeing one of these titles on a marquee 
would expect a motion picture of unusual interest. “Reap the Wild 
Wind,” even for those who had not read the magazine story, must have 
the same arresting appeal. Happily it does not disappoint. It has the 
usual amount of DeMille spectacle, it is true, but it also has humor 
and some heart-pounding drama, 


Likes a Broad Canvas, 
Somebody to Inspire Him 


HE pictorial quality that DeMille puts into his films is another ele- 
T nent of prime importance. “Reap the Wild Wind” often is a pleasure 

to look at, just for its beauty. The shipwreck which starts the 
picture off has the realism, the detail, the line and color of a huge 
marine painting. This and other scenes of the briny deep use soft, 
careful color blending and accent, as if they might have been created 
on easels. They steer far clear of the glittering, hard color contrasts 
of other Technicolor sea photography—as, for example, “Bahama 
Passage,” which needed sharp contrasts for its drama and used them. 


The effect of seeing one of these fine paintings move is startling. 
The spectator gets an entirely new conception of the sea, its hard- 
ships and dangers, its thrills and invitations to thrills. If “Reap the 
Wild Wind” could keep the peak of interest it does in such scenes for 
its entire length, it would be one of the most fascinating pictures of 
all time. Instead, a great scene will quite often be followed by some- 
thing quite tawdry and commonplace, by something which one of 
Hollywood’s lowliest artisans could have achieved as well as one of 
its greatest has. 

It has been called to attention many times that DeMille, whose 
career covers the whole period of feature films, conceives a motion 
picture as a set of separate pictorial impressions, rather than one 
flowing movement. And this reviewer recalls a conversation he had 

‘with the master movie maker in 1934, at a time “The Crusades” was 


being released. 

“I have long been an admirer of Dore,” said DeMille. “I think 
his drawings on the Crusades are as fine as anything he ever did. 
Poor artist that I am, I have tried to follow him.” 

Who his inspiration was for “Reap the Wild Wind” can only be 
guessed. It seems not to have been Harold von Schmidt, who did 
the magazine illustrations for “Reap the Wild Wind.” A comparison 
shows that DeMille’s illustration is far more “stupendous, colossal 
and magnificent.” It could have been that, for once, DeMille inspired

Neighborhoods Make 
A Strike With Chaplin 


N outstanding arrival of the week in St. Louis is the re-released 
A cusn Chaplin comedy, “The Gold Rush,” playing currently at the 

Ritz, Esquire, Varsity and Norside theaters and soon to be seen at 
the Uptown, Empress, Avalon, Ozark and Will Rogers. Under ordinary 
circumstances, “The Gold Rush” would have been played first at 
Loew's Theater but the long run of “Mrs, Miniver” eased it out and it 
makes first appearance at the group of smaller houses. 

The film exchange which booked it in these houses reports that 
reception has been “astonishing” and this reviewer, who saw the com- 
edy at the Varsity, can report that audience reaction is certainly as 
good as it was in 1925, when the comedy first appeared. 


“The Gold Rush” originally was a silent, of course, and still is, 
except for a narration written and spoken by Chaplin himself and 
certain musical and sound effects. After one gets used to hearing 
Chaplin call himself, very objectively, “the little fellow,” the narration 
is a fit substitute for subtitles or dialogue. Some of the narrator’s wise- 
cracks are good of themselves and Chaplin is disconcerting only when 
he tries to read dialogue for young women in the picture, in bass clef. 

The print is in good condition, the scenic backgrounds would do 
credit to today’s art directors and the comedy, of course, is inspired. 
To have witnessed the unoriginal repetitive, gags of the Abbott-Costello 
picture, “Pardon My Sarong” and the marvelous inventions of “The 
Gold Rush” in the same fortnight is to make inevitable comparisons. 

The wind scene, in whigh Chaplin is ordered out of a shack but 
kept in by the gusts of wind; the sequence in which Big Jim imagines 
Charlie is a fat rooster and fine subject for the kettle; the droll dance 
that Charlie makes with the forks and French rolls; the pathetic New 
Year’s party, the house teetering on the cliff and many other parts 
of “The Gold Rush” will be great as long as the motion picture endures 
for public entertainment.
